Student Self-Government 


PPROXIMATELY twenty-five years ago 

the principle of sglf-government was 

adopted at the Univeysity of California. 

Experience has served only to prove 
the wisdom of placing in the hands of the 
students themselves responsibility for adju- 
dication of all matter strictly appertaining 
to student activities. 

Recently there has been manifested some 
indications of a tendeney to level criticism 
at the system. Growth of such a feeling 
would be deplorable. 

University men and women are no more 
infallible than men and women elsewhere, but 
it is safe to assume that fewer mistakes are 
made, and less injustice done, through ad- 
ministration of the unwritten laws of student 
self-government than would be the case other- 
wise. 

The average student, boy or girl, eares 
vastly more for the good will and esteem of 
fellow students than for the respect and ad- 
miration of the faculty. The sense of indi- 
vidual responsibility and loyalty to — class- 
mates, as well as to the institutions, is a po- 
tent factor, and one not lightly to be con- 
sidered. 

Obviously, the university heads must, in the 
ultimate analysis, serve as a court of last 
resort, but it is the part of wisdom, in so far 
as may be consistent with the welfare of the 
institution, to leave student affairs in the 
capable hands of the students themselves. 


A Crime Against The Taxpayer 


T Pittsburg, California, has just been 
A concluded a test of highway paving 
construction which offers vajuable in- 


formation to any state or county now 
laving hard surface highways. 

Thirteen different types of concrete road- 
way were subjected to the same test. Be- 
tween November 9, 1921, and February 1, 
1922, truck traffie amounting to 0,468,109 
tons was sent over this test piece of pavement. 

The five-inch reinforced concrete. slabs now 
being laid by the California Highway Com- 
mission were the first to disintegrate and at 
the end of the tests, plank had been laid in 
the large holes through this pavement to 
enable the trucks to cross the worn out see- 
tions. 

An unbiased observer could draw but one 
conclusion: The five-inch concrete pavement 
whether reinforced with steel or not, was un- 
able to stand up under the modern. truck 
traffic; The eight-inch ‘concrete pavement 
costing upward of $50,000 a mile was also 
showing cracks under the pounding. 

The test proved beyond the question of a 
doubt that a permanent highway that will 
give the maximum service must be built in 
a manner to absorb the shock of road traffic. 
It is virtually a crime against the taxpayers 
to lay a fine base for’a road and then fail 
to. protect the wearing surface by a cushion 
of asphalt or some similar substance which 
would save the surface and thus prevent de- 
struction of the foundation—Pomona Bulletin.

SEEKING THE ANSWER 


S it possible that the state itself is to an 

extent responsible for the annual whole- 

sale death list from automobile acci- 

dents? Possibly it has often appealed 
to your sense of humor when filling out your 
application for an owner’s license to note 
that you have been asked the color of your 
hair and eyes, your height and your weight, 
but you have not been asked what is a dif- 
ferential and why is a steering wheel? You 
have not been asked what makes the wheels 
go around and what you would do if the traf- 
fic cop was not there to tell you. Surely the 
fact that one has brown eyes or blue,. black 
hair or red and weighs something more or 
something less does not in the least guaran- 
tee that the public is safe with him or her at 
large at the steering wheel. 

For your own protection you have no busi- 
ness with the right of way unless your neigh- 
bor, as a driver, has been closely examined 
by a competent board of inquiry as to his 
knowledge of traffic laws and his ability to 
drive an automobile. The mere fact that the 
state has your name and number and might 
know how to help you find a stolen car or be 
able to find you in ease of a cheerful lapse 
into the fond habit of manslaughter does not 
inerease your capacity nor bring you any 
sense of responsibility. Also a certain amount 
of nice consideration for others in case you 
know the rudiments of driving, would not be 
amiss and might often avert disaster. The 
term ‘‘road courtesy’’ is not nearly so famil- 
iar as that of ‘‘road hog.’’ 

In all seriousness there does not seem to be 
a chance of getting away from the big death 
list unless a driver’s license be issued upon 


a strict examination of every person who 
dares so much as to touch a steering wheel, 
and unless there is born into the hearts of 
people a brand new automobile conscience. 
Temperamentally, some persons are wholly. 
unfit to drive a car under any condlitians, 
but those who have a right to drive ought in 
self-protection to learn how.

California Claims 
Hottest Spot 


Ten years of records at the United 
States weather bureau located at the 
Grenland ranch in Death Valley, Cal- 
ifornia, indicate that spot is the hot- 
test in the United States. 

The average of maximum temper- 
ature reported there since 1911 has 
been 125 degress F. During the 





months of June, July and August the! 


temperature reaches 100 degrees al- 


most daily. The hottest month on 
record was July, 1917, when the 
average temperature recorded was 


107 degrees. The highest tempera- 
ture recorded was on July 10, 1913, 
when a record of 134 degrees was 
made. This is believed to be the 
highest natural air temperature ever 
recorded. 

Combined with the high tempera- 
ture is a very low precipitation of 
less than two inches’ annually. 
Death Valley is from two to eight 
miles wide and about 100 miles long, 
located between two mountain 
ranges. It is nearly all below sea 
level, the lowest point being 337 
feet below sea level. The land is 
made arable by irrigation.

TOP-WORKING FROSTED 
LEMON TREES 





Because of their lack of knowl- 
egde concerning environment require- 
ments for citrus trees, many growers 
in the early development of the in- 
dustry, planted certain varieties in 
districts not adapted to their cul- 
ture. This was true, particularly, 
of lemon plantings. 

Unsatisfactory climatic conditions 
have made many lemon groves un- 
| profitable; not that they have proved 
unhealthy, for a lemon tree may be 
healthy without being profitable. 
For example, the crop although large, 
may mature at a time of the year 
when prices are consistently low. 
| Although the grower lives in hope 
that the total production over a per- 
iod of years will show a profit, such 
is seldom the case. 

Groves of this kind frequently can 
be worked over to oranges and made 
profitable under conditions where the 
lemons have failed. 

Many of the lemon groves which 
were frozen during the severe frost 
last January were in just such un- 
fortunately-chosen districts. 

Since considerable time will be re- 
quired for such trees to recover, it 








is an opportune time to top-work 
to oranges those not too severely 
injured. 

The writer knows of one grower 


who is top-working 20 acres now. His 
lemon trees always have been strong 





and prolific but the crops never 
| seemed to reach a high market. He 
is having the limbs severed about 


12 to 14 inches from the trunks, and 
plans to insert buds into the new 
shoots next fall. The buds will lie 
dormant all winter and be forced 
out next spring. 
this grove should become profitable 
for orange production.—Vincent F.
